AUSTRIA. 
THE RECENT MONEY GRANT.

The forces on the Servian and Monte- 
negrin frontiers will be smaller. The idea of 
occupying Bosnia has quite retired into the 
background.

Hone Kona, April 13.—Renewed attention is 
directed to the case of ex-Vice Consul Gen. 
Bradford. Letters are published and evidence 
produced tending to exonerate him from the 
charge of mail breaking, though leaving him 
still guilty of purloiniug and copying private 
correspondence. The new evidenceis brought 
forward through the influence of Minister 
Seward, who remains in Shanghai in constant 
communication with the prisoner Bradford. 
Public opinion is disbroportionatelv divided, the 
great majority attaching no weight to the new 
testimony, which is not direct, and consists solely 
of an acknowledgment on the part of the 
writer of an alleged stolen letter that he him- 
selt might have made the copy, though he has 
no remembrance of doing so. . This new depart- 
ure is regarded as making the affair ridiculous 
as well as disgraceful. 

A great tornado happened at Canton April 11. 
Thousands of houses were destroyed or serious- 
ly injured by the wind and an enormous water- 
spout from the river which broke over the city. 
Many lives were lost. The foreign settlement 
suffered severely. in the midst of the con- 
fusion four fires broke out, supposed to be in- 
cendiary, as many robberies followed. The 
latest advices report 500 Chinese killed. No 
foreigners were seriously hurt. 

The Western Chinese army, under Gen. Tso, 
is overrunning Kashgaria, and annihilating all 
the inhabitants, including women and children. 
Multitudes of fugitives are flying for protection 
to the Russian outposts, more than can be pro- 
vided for. Famine and distress continue, and 
enormous tracts are desolated by the long 
drouth, the ground not having been watered 
for years past. . 

Salvage operations have been resumed on the 
wrecked Pacific Mail ship Japan. 

JAPAN. 

Yoxouama, April 21.—The Assembly of 
Provincial Officials was opened the 10th of 
April by the Mikado, who has since attended 
several sessions. The anuual meetings of this 
body were intended to gradually prepare the 
way for popular representation on a larger 
scale. This year it will provide for small local 
Parliaments to be elected by generai vote. A 
National Legislature is not expected for a con- 
siderable time to come. 

Saigo Yorimichi, Lieutenant-General, ‘ex-Vice 
Minister of War, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Formosa Expedition, and Commissioner to the 
Philadelphia Exposition, hag been appointed 
Minister to Italy.

There is a provident sobriety in tue tone of this 
writing hard to reconcile with the prevalent notion 
that no person in his senses is capable of suicide. 
On the other hand, if it be once allowed that a 
man, without the irresponsibility of mental aliena- 
tion, can possibly conclude a meditation witha 
resolution to annihilate himself, it must 
countenance the fearful corollary that self-murder 
is sometimes wiedom. We disown witb horror tue 
idea udvanced recently in the English periodicals 
under the euphemistic name of ‘* Kuthanasia,"’ 
that a person's priest. physician, and family may 
encourage him to suicide for their own relief; as if 
the human power of self-sacrifice for another was 
to be abolished in human nature and a standard of 
self-interest set up not more noble than that of the 
raw simplicity of beasts of the jungle, when, in 
fact, the man must bea monster who has not at 
least felt in himsell—however he may have re- 
preseed it—the actual reality of the benevoient 
sentiment. Yet at the other extreme stands the 
prevalent custom of coarsely deriding the motives 
of suicides as cowardiy, etc. On these poinis, a 
reflection or two: : 

What a man seals with his death must never be 
despised. The most contemptible whim or the 
most frivolous vanity. when red with the 
blood of real tragedy, is awful. To read 
indifferently of a man destroying himself, 
and then, almost without premises at all. to pro- 
nounce what else he ought to have done in tne 
premises, is at least unpullosophical. To the rest 
of us, every duty, purpose, or condition presup- 
poses the acceptability and the prolongation of 
life. Now, to alter what 1s presupposed in any 
matter, is to alter what to do about it. But what 
could so radically change all designs and reverse 
all motives as turning the premise of accepting 
life into the premise of accepting death? It must 
follow, then, that whatever suffices to work so 
dreadful a change in the very bottom of being 
cannot be judged by considerations at top. Judge 
as we may, therefore, we are judging 
one wholly out of all analogy with 
ourselves, concerning whose actual status 
there remains the most melancholy ignorance 
among psychologiste and morality. For the sake of 
something we are all standing up under the ills of 
life, and here is a man who does not withstand 

rhaps from cowardice—perhaps because 
to him nothing to withstand them

On information from Philadelphia, the 
Treasury Department lately seized all the 
kid gloves in bond in New York Oity for 
alleged undervaluation. It is quite notori-. 
ous that nearly all the kid gldves imported 
into the Unitad States are undervalued from 
20 to 40 per cent. Mr. Wuix1Ne, of the 
house of Fm, Lerrer & Co., of this city, 
is represented as having said recently that 
there is not an honest importation of kid 
gloves made in this country,—meaning, of 
course, an importation of any considerable 
extent. Mr. Wiuine is undoubtedly cor- 
rect. Everybody except the customs 
officials of the port of New York is 
familiar with this disgraceful fact touch- 
ing the manner in which the customs 
service is administered by Mr. Col- 
lector Anraugp and Mr. Appraiser DutcHer, 
of that port. The kid gloves lately seized in 
New York belong to the several agents of the 
large foreign manufacturers. Upon the 
taking effect of the seizure these agents 
manifested great indignation, and demanded 
the release of the goods on the filing of suf- 
ficient bonds. This the officers of the port 
were willing to grant, but, upon the matter 
being referred to Secretary Saerman, that 
official put his foot down and said No! The 
addendum to this little difficulty of the 
agents is interesting to honest importers. 
The gloves, says the New York Times, 
„are under examination in the Appraiser's 
office, and a number of New York 
experts have testified that the goods 
were invoiced up to their full value.” 
Those persons who are familiar with the 
character of the expert testimony usually 
offered by New York importers in support of 
the verity of undervalued invoices will langh 
at this statement of the Times. It is the 
practice of the agent of a foreign manu- 
facturer, when his consignments are seized, 
to call some of his brother agents to swear 
them out”; and it is the practice of New 
York customs officials to» accept such testi- 
mony as conclusive of their own folly in 
seizing the goods. Collector Arruur and 
Appraiser Doron are merely showing, in 
the pending glove case, how they can cir- 
cumvent a Secretary of the Treasury.

THE CINCINNATI WHISKY FRAUDS. 
The information conveyed to Tue TrisvunE 
last Monday of a request for the resignation 
of Werrzet, Internal Revenue Collector at 
Cincinnati, was the first official recognition 
of the whieky frauds in that city, though 
such frauds have been suspected for a year 
and more. The Cincinnati distillers, recti- 
fiers, and revenue oflicials escaped prosecu- 
tion in the Bristow raid, which broke up the 
Rings at Chicago, St. Louis, Milwaukee, 
Evansville, and other cities. It was general- 
ly charged among the whisky-men at that 
time that Cincinnati had its Ring like other 
whisky-manufacturing centres, and the ene- 
mies of Secretary Bristow sought to make 
capital against him, and to gain some sym- 
pathy for themselves, by charging that he 
was extending immunity to Cimeinnati; but 
the Cincinnati whisky-men then claimed that 
they had been largely instrumental in bring- 
ing about the exposures and prosecutions at 
other points because they could not 
compete, while honestly paying their 
taxes, against the thieves § who 
paid no taxes. It is pretty certain that there 
was no favoritism shown them, and that, if 
they had been engaged in frauds, they were 
able to cover them up so as to escape for the 
time-being. But escape from the general 
raid seems to have misled the Cincinnati 
whisky-people into a fatal confidence in their 
own superior shrewdness. For the past year 
the distillers at St. Louis, Chicago, Peoria, 
and Milwaukee have from time totime drawn 
attention to the fact that Cincinnati was 
selling whisky at prices at which the other 
places could not compete without stealing 
their corn or avoiding the tax. It was 
pointed out that the corn was even cheaper 
at Chicago than at Cincinnati; that the 
product of whisky to the bushei was a little 
more, or at least quite as much; that the 
cattle fed at the distilleries yielded as good 
prices; amd that all the circumstances for 
making whisky were fully as favorable at 
Chicago as at Cincinnati. In spite of all 
this, Cincinnati went on underselling Chi- 
cago. There was only one reasonable ex- 
planation for this condition of things, viz.: 
that there must be an extensive evasion of 
taxes at Cincinnati. 

During all this time the Chicago distillers 
have been indignant that the Government 
would take no notice of their complaint, and 
the Cincinnati men, backed up by their 
newspapers, have protested their innocence 
and demanded the fullest investigation. 
Even now the Cincinnati newspapeis come 
boldly to the rescue; they profess to believe 
that no ‘‘crookedness” will be exposed, and 
point to a visit of a Special Revenue Agent 
some months ago, who reported that every- 
thing was straight in that district. It 
may mollify the Chicago complainants some- 
what, and impair the self-confidence of the 
Cincinnati whisky-men, to learn that the 

Government has been engaged in its own 
way in the investigation of Cincinnati 
affairs, while professing not to believe in 
the charges. The statement is made that 
the visit and report of a Special Agent some 
months ago, which was ordered in a public 
manner and after sufficient notice to enable 
the distillers to get their houses ‘in 
order, was planned simply to deceive the 
guilty, and that, as a matter of 
fact, secret agents have been at work 
for many months, and collected evidence 
of frauds which it is now too late to remove. 
It is said that the Treasury Department at 
Washington is satisfied that the Cincinnati 
frauds amount to a million and a quarter of 
dollars, and that it has the most minute in- 
formation as to the means employed to com- 
mit them. It is ridiculous, under these cir- 
cumstances, for the Cincinnati newspapers 
to announce that the removal of Collector 
Werrzen really shows that there have been 
no frauds, since such removal would be a 
warning tothe crooked distillers, refiners, 
and officials, and enable them to conceal their 
frauds. This statement might have some 
force if the Government were just starting 
out in the investigation; as we understand 
the situation, the Government is already in

tillers, rectifiers, and certain officials, and the 
Government, once assured of this, should 
take steps to change the personnel of the Col- 
lector’s office; the first and most essential 
thing to do in such a case would be to re- 
move the head of the Department as a means 
for reaching the subordinates. It is also 
maintained that the progress of the secret 
investigation was constantly retarded by the 
interference of employes in the Collector's 
office; it would be a piece of folly, there- 
fore, to trust the seizure of the distilleries 
and the public development of the cases to 
this same set of officials. But we doubt 
whether the removal of the Collector, 
and the discharge of his principal sub- 
ordinates which will be pystty sure to 
follow, will be sufficient to secure protection 
from a renewal of the frauds here or else- 
where. These frauds on the revenue— 
whether they be by liberal gauging,” or 
the removal of spirits clandestinely, or the 
reuse of stamps—cannot be successfully 
accomplished without the assistance or con- 
nivance of officials, The only practical pro- 
tection under the present system is that 
suggested by the Chicago distillers, who have 
had all the experience they want in this 
crooked business, and now desire protection 
against frauds elsewhere. Their suggestion 
is that there shall be frequent rotation among 
the Revenue Agents, Gaugers, and Store- 
keepers,—sending them suddenly and with- 
out warning from one distillery to 
another, and from one district to another. 
The country is not so much concerned in the 
outcome of the particular frauds charged 
upon the Cincinnati Ring (though it will be 
in the interest of public morals that they be 
fully exposed and punished) as in some defi- 
nite measures for the repression of frauds 
everywhere. The Chicago whisky-men be- 
lieve that there have been transactions at 
Omaha and Terre Haute similar to those 
discovered at Cincinnati, and they may be 
expected to break out from time to time at 
different places until a system of rotation 
shall be adopted that will render it impossi- 
ble to form a Ring except it shall include 
pretty much all the distillers, rectifiers, and 
revenue-officials in the country. That would 
be hard to accomplish. 


INCREASE THE ARMY. 

The regular army should be increased to 
50,000 men. There are a number of foolish 
persons calling themselves Communists in 
each of the large cities who are bound to 
make trouble if they are not prevented. 
They are afraid of the regular army, and 
that is the only force they are afraid of. 
Rioting stopped everywhere last July as 
soon as the regulars came. Their breech- 
loaders were so much respected that they 
did not need to fire a shot. When two com- 
panies of regulars marched through the 
streets of Chicago during the riots, 10,000 
citizens lined the way and cheered them. 
That was an instructive spectacle. It was a 
public confession that the regulars were the 
best means of defense against Communists. 
In time of danger men are apt to speak the 
truth. Their instincts are uppermost. Dem- 
agogues are obliged to take back seats. When 
the whole country called on the army 
for protection last summer, it was be- 
cause Democrats and Republicans had 
confidence in the ability of the 
army to put down the riots. Nobody 
then supposed that the Democratic House, 
in nine months’ time, would prop to re- 
duce the army. The people démanded an 
increase of the army, so that every part of 
the country could have protection. The 
danger is greater now than it was then, as 
the Communists are better organized and 
more numerous; consequently, the reason 
for increasing the army is stronger. 

An increase of the army would benefit the 
country by taking the pressure off the labor 
market, The employment of 50,000 to 60,000 
men by Government in times like these 
would be a public blessing. It would cnt 
the ground from under Communism by de- 
stroying the motive of the idle men who 
have gone into it for want of something bet- 
ter to do. If honest discontent were taken 
out of Communistic organizations, the 
backbone of most of them would 
be broken. Recruiting for the army would 
do this immediately, and nothing else would. 
The Democrats in the House propose to in- 
crease the distress of laboring men by throw- 
ing a number of soldiers out of employment. 
This is a bad kind of material to add to the 
idle population. Discharged soldiers will 
give the idle population the fighting and in- 
telligent strength they need. Congress 
ought to think better of this dangerous prop- 
osition. 

Fifty thousand soldiers is none too many 
for a country like the United States to main- 
tain. Germany has on the peace-footing 
419,014; France has 430,703; Russia has 
768,427; Austria has 267,332; Italy has 
199,557; England has 125,567. None of 
these countries, except Russia and 
England, have so large a_ territory 
to keep in order as the United 
States. None of them has so mixed 
a population, or so loose a Govern- 
ment, or so long a frontier requiring pro- 
tection, or so many forms of disorder to 
repress. We have Chinese in California, 
Mexicans in Arizona and New Mexico, In- 
dians on the plains, negroes in the South, 
French Canadiansin New England, Spaniards 
in Florida, and Irishmen, Germans, French- 
men, Italians, Bohemians, and Poles in the 
North. The Government is bound to keep 
all races in harmony, to protect those that 
cannot protect themselves, and to help the 
others in keeping the peace. A fair-sized 
army is the best means to secure these ends. 
Our form of Government encourages free- 
dom among the people, and needs to have 
the means to prevent abuses of that freedom. 
Our frontier must be protected against smug- 
gling from Canada and Mexico, and our forts 
on the seaboard must have garrisons to see 
that they do not fall into ruins. Finally, 
there are offenses against the Revenue laws in 
the South, Indian wars, and Mexican raids 
which need attention. They ought to be 
scared out of existence. Nothing will scare 
them and the Communists so effectually as 
an increase of the army, This is why we 
say again, Increase the army to 50,000 men. 
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_ THE REDUCTION OF GREENBACKS., 

The Senate was at first disposed to post- 
pone, if not defeat, action on the House bill 
repealing all laws for the reduction of the 
amount of greenbacks in c’rculation. This 
evoked such a decided vote that the oppo- 
nents of the bill yielded, and it was referred 
to a committee, and will probably be 
reported. 

Whatever objections may have existed to 
the reduction of the amount of the green- 
backs, they have been overcome by the 
appreciation in value of the notes. The 
objection to the greenbacks as a legal-tender 


@ depreciated and fluctuating value, and 
it was argued that a reduction in the 
sum total of the notes outstanding would 
have the effect of enhancing the value of the 
remainder. It was argued that the deprecia- 
tion of value was because there was a re- 
dundancy of currency, and that the natural 
and reasonable way to remedy the evil was 
to remove the cause. This, however, was 
never done, and, though the act of 1875 pro- 
viding for the gradual reduction of green- 
backs to $300,000,000 has been in operation 
three years, the present amount of green- 
backs. outstanding is about $350,000,000, 
against $356,000,000, the amount outstand- 
ing from 1867 to 1873. The appreciation of 
the greenbacks has been due to other causes, 
and to the remonetization of silver is due 
the extinction of the last margin of differ- 
ence between coin and paper. ö 

The greenbacks having attained practioal- 
ly the value of coin, and there being now al- 
most a certainty that the Government will 
be able to maintain them in circulation at 
par with coin, the objection that they are 
depreciated and their value fluctuating no 
longér exists, and the reason for their with- 
drawal no longer applies. The motive and 
purpose for reducing the greenbacks to three 
hundred millions of dollars have no applica- 
tion to the present condition of affairs; on 
the contrary, the Secretary of the Treasury 
might be authorized to issue greenbacks up 
to full legal limit of four hundred millions 
of dollars, so long as the Treasury will be 
a Me to maintain their value at par with coin. 
The proper hmit for the issue of greenbacks 
is that point at which they can be exchanged 
for coin. Under the liberal coinage now 
authorized, with gold and silver is- 
suing from the mints at tho rate 
of eight millions of dollars per 
month, the ability of the Treasury to main- 
tain the redeemability of the greenbacks in 
coin will grow stronger every day. A purely 
metallic currency would have its inconven- 
ience; but a paper currency redeemable in 
coin, and having the purchasing power of 
coin, is of such great importance that it is 
indispensable. For every dollar of coin in 
the country, not necessarily in the Treasury, 
there might be a paper dollar issued; and so 
long as the paper is redeemable in coin on 
demand, so long will the paper circulate in 
preference to the coin. As fast as the gold 
and the silver are coined they may be de- 
posited in the Treasury, except such com- 
paratively small proportion as may be needed 
in business, and the country may be “‘ flood- 
ed” with paper without any unhealthy infla- 
tion or expansion, so long as the redebm- 
ability of the paper is maintained. 

There is, therefore, no reason now existing 
for retiring the greenbacks in whole or in 
part. They are practically at par with coin, 
and there can be no valid objection to the 
passage of the House bill. We know that 
there is an objection which extends to the 
issue of any paper money of any kind by 
the Government, and, if it was a question of 
now beginning that policy, it would be open 
to discussion; but the paper has 
been issued, and is now outstanding, 
and we do not think the country 
has progressed far enough in the matter of 
financial, commercial, and productive recov- 
ery as to suggest the practicability or ad- 
visability of calling in all the greenbacks: 
When the national debt shall have been all 
refunded at 4 per cent, or even less, when 
tlie minés shall have. had time to produce 
coin enough’ to meet all possible wants, 
then it will be in order to discuss the propri- 
ety of the Government withdrawing its 
legal-tender notes, and leaving to private 
capital, invested in banks, the business of 
supplying the country with paper equiva- 
lents of coin. | 


RE-ENACTMENT OF THE MOIETIES LAW. 

Secretary Saernman sees the necessity of 
restoring to the customs code the moieties 
feature enacted March 2, 1799, which was 
repealed by the act of June 22, 1874. To 
this end he has sent to the House of Repre- 
sentatives the draft of a bill. The bill pro- 
vides that, in cases of fraud, the informer, if 
not a United States officer, shall receive one- 
third of the gross proceeds of such duties 
withheld, or fines, penalties, or forfeitures 
incurred. It also provides that whenever 
any customs officer shall detect or seize 
goods, etc., in the act of being smuggled, or 
which have been smuggled, or who shall de- 
tect a fraud by undervaluation or other 
fraudulent device, such officer shall receive 
one-fourth of the gross proceeds resulting 
from such seizure, or which may be recov- 
ered on account of such fraud. But this 
latter provision 1s restricted in its application 
to the class of customs officers whose annual 
salary is $4,000 or less. Another dispatch 
places the limit at $3,000. Sec. 91 of the 


act of 1799 is as follows: 


That all fines, penalties, and forfeitures re- 
covered by virtue of this act (and not otherwise 
appropriated) shall, after deducting all proper costs 
and charges, be disposed of as follows: One moiety 
shall be for the use of the United States, and be paid 
into the Treasury thereof by the Collector receiv- 
ing the same; the other moiety shall be divided be- 
tween and paid in equal proportions tothe Col- 
lector and Naval Officer of the district and Surveyor 
of the Port, provided, nevertheless, that 
in all cases where such penalties, fines, and for- 
feitures shall be recover in pursuance of infor- 
mation given to such Cullector by any person other 
than the Naval Officer or Surveyor of tne district, 
the one-half of such moiety shall be given to such 
informer, and tbe remainder thereof shall be dis- 
posed of between the Collector, Naval Oilicer, and 
Surveyor. 


It will be observed that thero is a radical 
difference between the bill of Secretary Suxn- 
maw and the act of 1799, in this, that where- 
as Collectors of Customs, Naval Officers, and 
Surveyors, under that act, received a share 
of the moieties recovered, under the pro- 
posed measure none but subordinate officers 
will derive any benefit from a rigid enforce- 
ment of the laws. The reason for excluding 
Collectors from the benefits of the proposed 
act is not apparent. Indeed, as Collectors 
must direct the making of all seizures, it 
would seem to be wise to allot to them a 
share of the premium offered for the detec- 
tion of frauds. We shall take occasion bere- 
after to discuss this feature of the bill more 
at length. 

Mr. Suzrman’s bill does not propose the 
re-enactment of the law of March 3, 1863 
(repealed in 1874), authorizing the seizure 
of books and papers. Sec. 7 of that law was 


as follows 


Whenever it shall be made toappear by affidavit to 
the satisfaction of the District Judge of any dis- 
trict within the United States that any fraud on 
the revenue has been at any time actually com- 
mitted, orattempted by any person or persons in- 
terested or in any way engaged in the impor- 
tation orentry of merchandise at any port within 
the United States, said Judge shall forthwith issue 
hie warrant, directed to the Collector of the port at 
which the merchandise in respect to which said 
alleged frauds have been committed or attempted 
has been imported or entered, directing said offi- 
cer. or his duly authorized agente or assistants, to 
enter any place or premises where any invoices, 
books, or papers relating to such merchandise or 
fraud are deposited, and to take or carry the same 
away to be inspected; and any invoices, books, or 
— so received or taken shall be retained by the 
0 receiving the same, for the use of the 
Upited States, so long as the retention thereof 
may be necessary, subject to the controland direc- 
tion of the Solicitor of the Treasury. 


This law was far less stringent than exist- 
ing laws governing the collection of the in- 
ternal tax on distilled spirits. The Govern- 
ment is compelled, in order to secure the 
payment of its revenue, practically to run 
all distilleries and rectifying establishments. 


that department during Secretary Baistow’s 
discovered in another quarter of the same 
department now. In 1873.4 @ great clamor 
was raised for the repeal of the Moieties 


act, and loud complaint was made against 
the books-and-papers-seizure feature of it. 
Under the pressure of this clamor it was re- 
pealed. But no sooner was it repealed than 
the rascals of the importing fraternity re- 
sumed stealing with new vigor, and with re- 
markable success. It is a question whether 
the clamor for repeal did not emanate solely 
from the thieves themselves. Indeed, the 
act of repeal (June 22, 1874) bears some 
marks of having been inspired by ‘‘ crooks,” 
as witness the following section (16): 


That in all actions, suits, and proceedings in any 
court of the United States now pending or here- 
after commenced or prosecuted to enforce or de- 
clare the forfeiture of any goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise, or to recover the value thereof, or any 
other sum alleged to be forfeited by reason of any 
violation of the provisions of the Customs Revenue 
laws, or any of such provisions, in which action, 
suit, or proceeding an issue or issues of fact shall 
have been joined, it shall be the duty of the Court, 
on the trial thereof, to submit to the jury, as a dis- 
tinct and separate 1 whether the alleged 
acts were done with an actual intention to defraud 
the United States, and to require upon such propo- 
sition a special finding by such jury; or, if such 
issues be tried by the Court without a jury, it 
shall be the duty of the Court to pass upon and de- 
cide such proposition as a distinct and separate 
finding of fact, and in such cases, unless intent to 
defraud shatl be so found, no fine, penalty, or 
forfeiture shall be imposed. 


Thieves could not have a much stronger 
wall of protection. Everybody knows that 
intent is difficult to prove. No wonder that 
seizures have fallen away to next to nothing 
since June 22, 1874. If the section of the 
act above quoted was not actually prepared 
and smuggled into the bill by thieves to save 
thieves from punishment, it looks mightily 
like it. Mr. Saerman’s bill proposes the 
repeal of this ridiculous section. Ought it 
not go a step further and provide for the re- 
enactment of the books-and-papers-seizure 
feature of the act of 1863? Frauds on the 
customs revenue are on the verge of becom- 
ing the rule rather than the exception, and 
they must be stopped! 
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SENATOR CAMERON AGAIN. 

In briefly commenting the other day upon 
Senator Camerron’s article in the current 
number of the Vorth American Review, we 
spoke advisedly when we stated that He 
started in political life asa ‘ reformer,’ and 
ended as a dofender of the spoils machine 
system,—all in eighteen months.” A friend 
of the Senator insists that Mr. Cameron 
„was always a Republican,—never a re. 
former, —and that we have done him an in- 
justice. Tun Tarcne much prefers to do 
justice in all cases, especially in criticising 
the words and actions of its party friends, 
and only regrets that lack of space prevented 
us from doing entire justice to the ill- 
digested literary hodge-podge spread out be- 
fore the readers of the Review by Wisconsin’s 
junior—or, to speak more correctly and his- 
torically, accidental—Senator. On the oc 
casion referred to, we only devoted space 
enough for a mild examination of Mr. 
Cameron’s notions of Civil-Service reform, 
and, remembering the peculiar circum- 
stances of his election to the United States 
Senate in place of Marr H. Carpenrer, we 
only expressed the surprise and disappoint- 
ment felt by others at his position. 

Perhaps it is not of record: that Senator 
Cameron is a “‘ reformer.” That gentleman 
can certainly defy us to point out anything 
in his brief Congressional career to prove 
that he aspires to that distinction. And if 
we are pressed to furnish evidence that he 
| ever intimated his desire for anything better 
than the spoilg system before his election, 
| we greatly fear that it cannot be produced. 
“Por we now remember that, being in Madi- 
son just after the Republican caucus had 
nominated Mr. Carpenter for re-election to 
the Senate, and after the eighteen Repub- 
lican members of the Legislature had bolted 
and refused to support the caucus nominee, 
Mr. Cameron expressed his wish that the 
good old way should be adhered to, and that 
Mr. Carpenter might be chosen’ So that, 
in calling the Senator a “‘ reformer,” we had 
in mind the circumstances under which his 
talented predecessor was retired to private 
life, and to the opinions prevalent among 
both parties in Wisconsin at the 
time, rather than to the indi- 
vidual notions of a person as little 
known to the public as Mr. Cameron was 
then. And whatever he may now say in 
derogation of reform in the Civil Service, 
he is in the Senate to-day as the product of a 
desire for it, although nobody may feel dis- 
posed to quote him as a conspicuous ex- 
ample of the genuine article. Mr. Carprn- 
Tun bad offended the good sense of his con- 
stituents in various ways, and it was because 
of the demand for a reform, or a change for 
the better, that he was defeated. What the 
Republican members of the Legislature were 
aiming at who revolted against the action 
of the caucus, and refused to vote for Mr. 
Carpenter, was briefly and cogently set 
forth at the time in the following statement, 
which they issued to their constituents as a 
justification for their course : 


We are opposed to the election of Marr II. 
CARrENTER— 

1. Because he apologized for and defended the 
Credit-Mobilier swinale. 

2. Because he voted for and accepted the back- 
pay steal, and refused to refund the money. 

J. Because he defended Senator CALDWELL when 
his corrupt practices in obtaining his seat were no- 
torions. 

4. Because be defended the New York Central 
Railroad Company’s case before the Internal Rev- 
enue Department agaiust the interests of the peo- 
pie and contrary to th® law governing members of 
Congress. 

5. Because to vote for him is to vote to divorce 
morality from statesmanship. 

6. Because he opposed the repeal of the frank- 
ing privilege. 

‘+. BDRCAUSE HE I8 OPprosEeD To CiviL-SERVICE 
REFORM ! 

8. Because three-fourthe of the Republican 
party in Wisconsin are opposed to his re-election. 

9. Because a large majority of the members of 
this Legislature was elected to vote against him. 

10. Because of the corrupt use of the publie 
patronage of the Government that he has made 
and is now making to re-elect himself to the United 
States Senate. 

It was this serious indictment, every count 
of which strongly demanded reform, that 
sent Mr. Cauxnox's predecessor back to his 
law-office, and induced a portion of the Re- 
publican party of Wisconsin, aided by the 
Democratic minority, to send a man to the 


Senate who would not sneer at the Civil- 


masters sitting in Washington,”—to use the 
sarcastic language of Marr Carpenter. Nor 
is this all. Mr. Carpenter had 62 votes in 
the Joint Convention of ‘the two Houses, 
but lacked 6 of an election, 68 being neces- 
sary for that purpose. Gen. Braga, the 
Democratic candidate, had 52, and the Re- 
publican bolters polled 18 votes, which were 
sometimes cast for Jadge Cox, but often 
scattered promiscuously upon several candi- 
daics.

Mr. Cameron received 70 votes;—two more 
than were necessary for a choice,—the 
Democrats giving him 52 and the independ- 
ent Republicans giving him 18. If he was 
not a reformer, he certainly succeeded most 
admirably in cheating a majority of both 
Houses into the belief that he was one, else 
they never would have voted for him. And 
it is perhaps no slander on the Senator to 
say that, if the foresight of the members of 
the Legislature of 1875 had been as good as 
their hind-sight, he would never have been 
elected at all. 


Last Monday’s Trisune cogtained a Wash- 
ington special dated May 5 fiearly a column in 
length exposing the Cmcinnati Whisky Ring and 
the severai steps taken by the Government offi- 
cers in unearthing the frauds, and also relating 
the circumstances which led to the demand 
upon WTTzEL for his resignation of the Inter- 
nal Revenue Collectoraship. This special was 
briefly discussed in the editorial columns the 
same morning, and attention was called to the 
revelations it contained and to the removal of 
the Cincinnati Collector on account of whisky 
frauds that had occurred under bis nose. The 
„special“ appeared conspicuously on the first 
page of Taz TRIBUNE, and was read by tens of 
thousands of persons on the same day,—Mon- 
day. The Chicago Times, which is everlastingly 
cackling about its ‘ news-enterprise,” had 
not a word in its issue of that day on 
the subject. It suffered a complete 
“scoop.” If the “old man” bad been 
„n deck“ that day when the “scoop” occurred, 
some delinquents would have caught Ats,“ to 
state it mildly. The factotum in charge, how- 
ever, hustled around after reading the Cincin- 
nati whisky-exposure news in Tas TRipuns, 
and interviewed several people in this city, and 
sent telegraphic orders to Washington to scrape 
up something. With what the reporters could 
pick up in their interviews,“ and what was re- 
mitted from Washington, if anything, the fac- 
totum, with the aid of Tus Trispuns’s special 
before him, managed to patch out a dispatch 
for Tuesday’s Times about tue Cincinnati whisky 
frauds almost identical in statements with 
what had appeared in Taz Trisuns the previ- 
ous day. In the face and eyes of this complete 
defeat, the Times factotum is guilty of the 
ridiculous mendacity of publishing an eblovi- 
ating article which commences thusly:

NEW RAILWAY PROJECTS.

Des Mornes, Ia., May 7.—Henry W. Phelps, a 
heavy contractor on the Kansas City extension of 
the Chicago & Alton, is working up a road along 
the West Nishnabotany River to Avoca and Har- 
lan, in Shelby County.

ATLANTIC & GREAT WESTERN.

New York, May 8. —The report that William II. 
Vanderbilt 'was working to secure control of the 
Atiantic & Great Western Railroad was discussed 
with muth interest among railcoad men. A rail- 
road official in a position to know the facts, stated 
that Cornelius Vanderbilt, Augustus Schell, and 
other Directors of the New York Central, had made 
a tour over the Atlantic & Great Western, Kamin- 
ing the general condition of its road-bed, rolling- 
stock, and shops, and that upon their report 
would depend the ultimate action of 
Mr. Vanderbilt.

Vanderbilt regarded it an important western con- 
nection for the New York Central, furnishing 
direct communication with Cincinnati and an out- 
let to St. Louis and the Colerado and Texas 
traffic. Asan initiatory step, Mr. Vanderbilt nad 
secured control of the Rochester & State Line Rail- 
road. Mr. Vanderbilt's 1 to Europe, he said, 
had something todo with the proposed leasing or 
purchase of the Atlantic & Great Western KRail- 
way, a large amount of the bonds of the road 
being owned in London by English capitalisis who 
had made several ineffectual atiempts to put in 
operation plans for the reorgauization of the road, 
to secure good management, and have the road 
taken out of the handsof a Receiver. Propo- 
sitions had been made to Mr. Vanderbilt to assume 
control, and it was probable that either by purchase

THE KANSAS PACIFIC DEFEATED. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Omana, Neb., May 8.—An important opinion 
was delivered by Judge Dundy this morning in the 
United States Circuit Court in the case of the Kan- 
sas Pacific and Denver Pacific Railroads vs. the 
Union Pacific. This suitis better known as the 
pro- rata case. After the declination of Juage 
Dillon to decide the so-called pro-rata case, and 
after he had turned it over to Junge Dundy for de- 
cision, counsel forthe Kansas Pacific entered an 
order in vacation discontinuing the case. There- 
upon the defendant moved to vacate the order. 
This morning Judge Dundy firet disposed of that 
motion, sustaining the motion to vacate, 
and decided that, masmuch as the defend- 
ant had an interest in the determination of the 
question, it was notin the power of the plaintiff 
to dismiss it. o then proceeded to dispose of the 
case on its merits, and held that the Denver Pacific 
Railroad, under the legisiation of Congress, con- 
stituted a branch of the Union Pacific. As to the 
claim of the Kansas Pacific to an one’ mileage 
rate on business delivered by it to the Union Pacific 
at Cheyeune, to be carried from that point west to 
Ogden, he held such claim to be untenable, and 
that, on the contrary, the Union Pacific had a right 
to charge a reasonable rate between Cheyenne and 
Ogden, and that the rate might be regulated 
or determined by the increased cost of constraction 
and operation of the road westof Cheyenne. This 
decision, in effect, defeats the claim of the Kansas 
Pacific to a 13 pro- rata, and susiaius the 7 — 
sition which tae Union Pacific has always main- 
tained. Inasmuch as more tnan half the through 
rate was earned west of Cheyenne, it bas a right to 
impose upon business west of Cheyenne a rate 
greater than one-half of the through rate.

THE FENIANS. 


Interviews with Some of the Principal St. 
Louis [Irishmen Who Will Not Talk if 
They Cannot Get Any One to Listen 
Hints Worthy of the First Heavy Villain, 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Sr, Lovis, Mo., May 8.—A number of leading 
Fenians of this city were interviewed to-day as to 
the existence of any union here looking to the in- 
vasion of Canada or other aggressive movements 
against England. John Griffin, a representative 
Feman, said: ‘*I think these reports are exag- 
gerated, but the Irish of this country have an 
organization, and there is a branch in this city. 
The name of the organization I am not at liberty to 
divulge, for the men who are working in Ireland's 
cause to-day are as different as any- 
thing could be from the men who 
managed the former bungling enterprises. Of one 
thing be sure: St. Louis will do her duty, as she 
always has done during the past eighteen months. 
We have contributed from this city over $3, 000 to 
the skirmishing-fund. We shall not again attempt 
an aggressive movement until we are certain of 
success. We will have no more miserable failures, 
but we work to attain the end which 1s dear to 
every Irish heart. For its realization we will wait, 
be it a hundred years. When we strike we shall 
succeed. The Society extends all over the country, 
is well and thoroughly organized, and, when the 
hour is ripe, it will be heard from. Able men di- 
rect ite movements. All these accounts and re- 
ports furnished by Morrissey and Gen. Bourke, in 
New York, are mere surmises. They have no 
right, and cannot speak by authority.” Dr. P. 8. 
O'Reilly, who was formerly Head-Centre of the 
Fenian movement in Missouri, said he was not 
aware that intimation has been received from New 
Yor as to any consultation between Russan agents 
in this country and the Fenian leaders in New 
York. In regard to the strength that could 
be summuned in support of an ageressive 
movement against England, he said that. in 
42866, the Fenian movement had enroiled 22, 000 
men in Missouri alone, of whom 10,000 were sent 
on to Canada when that abortive movement topk 
place, fully equipped and armed. A movemént 
that gave the slightest prospect of success could 
enlist 50,000 men im this State on a day's notice. 
It is only a question of time,” ad Dr. O'Reilly, 
‘+ when Ireland will be free. 

Maj. Henry C. Dunve, now Superintendent of 
the St. Louis Poet-Office. took an active 

art in the Fenian invasion of Canada 

n 1866. In 1865 he raiged 245 men 
in thie city, and conducted them 
to the scene of action. Maj. Dunne said he had 
no knowiedge of any preparations on the part of 
Irieh citizens to organize for possible contin- 

encies. When he enlisted inthe cause in 1865, 

e and most of the men were discharged soldiers. 
On bis return to the city, after the failure of the 
Fenian raid, be said he ceased to take any active 

artin the movement. and, therefore, could not 

considered one of the knowing ones. He 
frequentiy met some of his old compan- 
jons-in-arms, but had heard of no wmove- 
ment on foot at present. If there was one 
in prospect, he believed he would have heard of it. 

None of his comrades in the invasion of 1866, he 

was certain, were engaged in any undertaking 

looking to a repetition of that effort. He did not 
think there was much truth im the reports of the 

Fenian preparation. 

Charles Conlan, a prominent lawyer here, and 
one of the leading invaders in 1566, aid: If any - 
thing ie being done, we are not going to let the 
public know it.

A STRIKE. 


Laborers Ask for Bread and Receive a Bul- 
let. 


Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Lovis, May 8.—Your correspondent had an 
interview late this evening with Jobn McMahan 
and Michael Grace, two of the men who were of 
the party of 300 laborers on the Chicago & Alton 
extension, between Mexico and Marshall, 
who threw down their implements and 
struck for higher wages on Monday last. These 
two men are residents of this city. They say that, 
owing to the frequent rains of late, they have not 
made sufficient money at the rate of $1.25 per day 
to pay their board. Last Monday the main body of 
men, about 200 in number, who were employed 
near Renneck, eight miles from Moverly, on the 
North Missouri, struck, and a committee was sent 
down to wait upen 100 others employed two 
miles further down the new road, where 
Mr. Timothy Monaghan, one of the contractors, 
was engaged in superintending the work 
of grading the road. After the arrival of the Com- 
mittee, the workmen at this point soon decided 
upon their course, and, throwing down their uten- 
sils, appearea in a body before the contractor and 
demanded that their wages be immediately raised 
from $1.25 to $1.50, or that the money due them 
for the past month's work be paid without delay. 
The two witnesses, who probably tell a one-sided 
story, say that Monaghan drew a revolver, and, 
with the remark God damn you, This is the 
wages yuu deserve,” fired a_ pistol into 
the crowd, the ball striking John Gorman, 
one of the party, in the bead, inflicting a mortal 
wound. The crowd then dispersed, but the strike 
continues unabated. Mr. Monaghan was in the 
city yesterday, making arrangements for tne em- 
ployment of other workmen. The two men above- 
named made an effort to get out a warrant for his 
arrest, bot, owing to the lateness, the proper 
officer could not be found. The wounded man, 
Johan Gorman, was removed to a private hospital 
in this city yesterday. where he will be cared for 
at the expense of the contractor, who wili do 
everything to aid his recovery.

Roston, in a period of about six months, bas re-

The Newcastle coal has been 
selling at Boston at $3.80, aud the Penusylvania 
gas coal lately reduced to $5.50, but the latter 1s 
consicered fully an equivalent, owing to its 
superior richness.

THE REPUBLIC LIFE. 
THE STOCK COMMISSIONER'S STORY. 

In the petition filed day before yesterday in the 
tepublie Life matter, there were certain charges 
against John V. Farwelland several other gentle- 
mien once connected with the Company, including 
the former Stock Commissioner, Col. G. W. P. 
Bowman. The latter gentieman was hunted up 
yesterday. and, by dint of a reporter's persuasive 
arts, indaced to give his statement regarding the 
charges: 

How about this allegation, Mr. Bowman,” 
asked the reporter, that you obtained subscrip- 
tions to about $200,000 of stock from New York 
merchants, on which $40,000 was paid in cash, 
but that only $1,000 ever came into the hands of 
the Company, the remainder being paid out for ex- 
penses, etc. “““ 

No truth in it, except that 1 did collect the 
amount stated. 

Won't you please explain how you collected 
this money and what was done with it?’ 

Lou sce we had a Local Board in New York 
City. I was Stock Commissioner for the Company 
and Vice-President of the New York Local Board. 
We went on and placed the stock. Mr. Farwell was 
down there himself. About $20,000 was placed in 
one week, while Mr. Farwell was there. and the 
money was paid in and deposited by checks, mostly 
in the Bank Of North America, but some of it in 
Tue Company here 
drew on New. York through Cushman & Hardin. 
The money was all deposited in the name of the 
Republic Life-Insurance Company, ani could be 
drawn only on its order, so that I couldn't have 
drawn it out myself, even if I had so 
desired. When I deposited money I took a certifi- 
cate for it from the bank and sent the certificate 
here to the Company. The money, or some of it, 
may be there to-day for all I know.’’ 

It is also charged that you got $114,000 of 
subscriptions in lowa, were again appointed Stock 
Commissioner in 1872, and that you entered into 
A SECRET ARRANGEMENT WITH MR. FARWELL 
by which you were to sell $500,000 of his stock, 
receiving as compensation for your extra services 
$250 a month. It is also said that you then went 
to Boston, did not succeed, and were soon after- 
wards discharged by Mr. 2 for failing to 
accagnt for $2,000 which you had collected. 
Well, let's take it gradually. In the first 
place, I took $100, 000 subscriptions lu lowa City, 
$135,000in Des Moines, and $100,000 in Cedar 
Rapids. This was all taken, you know, on the 
20 per cent cash-down plan. Of the $135, 000. 
some of it didn't stick; the parties didn't pay up 
for it. The money was paid iu to the home office, 
and I had nothing whatever to do with handling it. 
Some man might have given me a check in the 
name of the Republic and I sent it to the office, 
but no checks were given payable to me.

THEIR SHOE BILLS. 

It will be remembered that in the article in Tun 
VYaispuns of May 2 entitled Petted Paupers, the 
in of John Shorr. who was supported w the 
Jacksanvilie Institute for the Education of Deaf- 
Mutes, amounting to $44.47, was given in detail. 
This young man’s shoe bills alone for the nine 
months was $17.75, —$9. 50 for a pair of new boots 


and $2.40 for new shoes; the balance was for re- !

pairing boots and shoes.” ” 
Learning that Mr. Shorr, as well as several 


other former pupils of the Rn e in ide 
city, the deaf-end-dumb reporter Ber paper 
yesterday afternoon walked out to see what they 
had to say. Mr. Shorr was found at Nos, 80 and 
82 Wabash avenue, where ‘tie fs etAploved in the 
manufacture of cigars. Ie was willing to talk, 
and he had read with interest all the 
articles bearing upon this subject, and particularly 
the reply of Superintendent Gillett, which he said 
was do very lame affair.“ in his oomion. He haa 
bedn a pupil at the Institute for a number of years, 
wad had left it on the 23d of last February. He 
thought one reason why the inmates wore out so 
many shoes there was that all tae vements were 
of brick, which was hard on leatifér. Again,’ he 
said that whenever a suit of clothes became torn, 
or in the least ragged, they were thrown away and 
new ones procured. There was a merchant tailor 
in Jacksonville who did a littie repairing and fur- 
nished many new clothes forthe iustitution, but 
the most of the mending was done by the boys and 
giris themselves. Snorr had on the notori- 
ous $9.50 boots, of which mention has 0 
frequently been made, and he seemed delighted 
wita them. When asked how he managed to pro- 
cure them, he said he told Gillett that he wantea 
a new pair, and the Superintendent gave him per- 
mission to go to the shoe-shop attached to the In- 
stitute and get measured. He did so, all by him- 
self, and picked out the style he wanted. The 
boots were the most ordiuary calf affairs, without 
tongues or morocco legs, and could have been 
purchased at $5 almost anywhere in thie city, with 
a fair profit tothe mauufacturer. Shorr further 
stated that when any Committee or visitors were 
expected ai the Institute, the pupils were drilled 
for tue oceasion, being obliged to commit exercises 
to memory and then write them off, much to the 
surprise of the company. 

He was asked whatin his opinion would be done 
at the Institute. should it be announced that the 
County Commissioners were going to pay it a visit. 
He replied that all hands would be set to scrub- 
bing-up everything, and the pupile would have lots 
to eat fora few days. He thought that most of 
the pupils did not like Gillett, though some of 
the girisdid. He complained, as did a number of 
others, that they could learn nothing there. owing 
to the incompetency of most of the teachers. 

GUSTAVE CHRISTIANSON, 

who was married last fall, and whosé wedding was 
reported in Tux Tainsune at the time, was visited. 
He was also supported vy Cook County, but he had 
not been to school at the Institute for a good 
many years. He is now a shoemaker 
at Nos. 195 and 197 Lake street. He claims to 
know the value of shoes, and he said that the most 
exorbitant prices were chared at the Institute. 
He nad known of $11 ana $12 being charged fora 
single pair of ordinary boots. His story was sim- 
ilar to that told by Shorrand all the others who 
have becu interviewed on the subject. He also 
stated that the papils could learn nothing there, 
and said all that he ever loarned himself was in 
two years under a teacher named Dodge. 

In the course of the afternoon Tux Trisune 
dummy paid a visit to the only 
DEAF AND DUMB EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTION 
in the city, whichis a department of the Jones 
School, and isin charge of Profs. Williams and 
P. A. Emery, the latter himself a deaf mute. 
There are thirty-four pupils in this department, 
many of them very bright. It wanting some min- 
utes before the school was called to order, the 
scribe obtained permission from the Professors to 
interview a number of those present. and to test 
their ability for walking. Many of these came 
three and four miles to school every day, and, 
since the O'Leary excitement, ali the boys walk. 
Whenthe reporter requested a number of them to 

t up and walk across the floor, they could not 

ec persuaded that he was not the world's 
champion in disguise, who was searching for com- 
petitors ina match. About a dozen different boys 
and girls promenaded up and down the'scbhool- 
room. yet not the slightest peculiarity was obsérved 
in their gait, and there was a total absence of the 
“unaccountable shuffle’ accredited to all deaf 
mutes by Supt. Gillett, 

The shoes were next inspected. One boy had 
owned a pair for nine months, exactly the time of 
one of the Jacksonville terms, and they scemed to 
be good for the remaining three months of the 
year. Another boy had on a pair of boots which 
he had worn eleven montis; another a pair that 
were seven months old, andsoon. A girl rejoiced 
in her economy in making a pair of shoes wear a 
year. In regard to clothes, there were children 
who had on the same suits and the same 
dresses which they had worn ever since 
the school opened. There were three or four 
former pupils of the Jacksonville Institute who 
have been quoted as getting off witn as many as 
five suits in aterm of nine months, and who had 
thas far worn but one suit here. 

A great many more instances might be mention- 
edin substantiation of the facts already stated, 
but itis quite un necessary. A gentleman yester- 
day made the assertion that the abuses of the 
State charities were not confined entirely to the 
Institute for the Education of the Deaf and Dumb, 
bat extended into the Institute for the Feebie- 
Minded and other departments,

He 
found the Sisters, but not his child, Aimie. The 
Sisters told him, be says, that a charitable laay 
named Nickles, who lived in Rockport. Ind., had 
adopted her. Mr. McGann now went to Rockport, 
to find out that Mrs. Nickles had moved to Chica- 
go, where she placed the girl in a convent. This 
was the most definite information he could ascer- 
tain. He forthwith came to Chicago, arriving a 
few days ago.

THE TELEPHONE. 
THE AMERICAN DISTRICIr TELEGRAPH COMPANY 
has for some time been considering a plan by which 
the telephone could be utilized for the benefit of its 
customers, and has at last so far perfected its 
scheme as to be able to give it oublicity. The 
project is, in brief, to run from the house or office 
of any person wishing it a separate wire to the near- 
est District-Telegravh office. It is impossible to 
use the wires now employed in connection with the 
messenger service instruments, because if that 
were done everybody on that circuit would hear 
what everybody else was saying. Tae way of 
working things may be briefly illustrated as fol- 
lows; The President of the X National Bank 
wants to have a talk with the President of the Y 
National. He turns in on the messenger-service 
instrument an alarm which is a signa! to the opera- 
tor at the A. D. T. office that he wants to use 
the telephone. The operator picks up his 
telephone, and the President of the X National 
calls out that he wants to communicate with the 
President of the Y National. Then the operator 
sonds a signal to the latter that he is wanted at the 
telephone. Atthe same time he connects the two 
wires, the one leading from the Y National to the 
oftice, and the other from the office to the X Na- 
tional, and then the two Presidents begin their 
conversation, whichthey carry on as long as they 
lease. When they are through, the wires are 
reconnected. In case a person having an office at 
this end of town should want to talk with any one 
ata house away down on the South Side, then 
three wires come into play: The one from his office 
to the District-Telegraph office, their special wire 
to their South Side office, und the one from that 
South Side office to the house of the person with 
whom it is desired to communicate. 
There are a great number of persons who, while 
seeing the convenience of this, have been afraid 
that privacy could mot be secured; that, while 
they were speaking, either some outsider or some 
person in the District-Telegraph office could hear 
what they were saying. ‘There are but the two in- 
etrumen’s onthe cirouit, and itis as impossibie 
for any one in the District- Telegraph office to hear 
what is said as it 1s for a person out on the street, 
because he is under the constant supervision of the 
managers of the office, who could not for a moment 
tolerate anything of the kind. Thig system has al- 
ready been introduced into San Prancisco, and ig 
meeting with great success Yhéte. At a place 
called Butchertawh there area great number of 
slaughtering-houses. From each of these wires 
run to 25 tral point., thence 2 wire runs dye miles 
to San (co, and’ from the San ncisco end 
wires radiste tothe offices of all the large butchers. 
Now, whebeyeg, bey want to give orders or send 
inetructiona, ihey ageak them over this streteh of 
six, seven: eight tales, ub the ease may be; ask 
whether they can get the meat they want, get an 
answer, and give their order all in tive minutes. 
Theré are numbers of cases where bankers want to 
communicate with one another, where they are 
now in the habit of sending clerks or messenger- 
boys. involving a loss of time, which is money. 
By this means they would be enabled to communi- 
cate with one another without the trouble of writ- 
ing or the expense of sending a messenger. These 
wires will not be run on Western Union poles, but 
either on housetops or the poles of the fire-alarm 
telegraph. There will, therefore, be none of that 
difiicuity about working them which constantly ex- 
ist when the wires used run near commercial wires. 
Any paruculars as to cost, or any further details 
as to the workings of the system, can be had at the 
oftice of the American District Telegraph Com-

MILITARY AFFAIRS. 


COL. LUGENBEBL. 

There is probab'y no officer in the service who 
has seen more of fronti¢r life, or who knows more 
of the character of the various Indian tribes west 
of the Mississippi, than Col. Pinckney Lugenbeel, 
who is now in the city on his way to rejoin his 
command at Fort Randall. For twenty-five years 
Col. Lugenbeel has been on duty on the frontier, 
and during that time he has been up and down the 
Great West from the Mexican border to Oregon, 
has explored the Indian Territory and the yast re- 


gicn of the Upper Missouri. This last winter, 
compelled by failing health, he left his post, and 
during the past four months has been visiting in 
the East; but now, with the opening of the spring 
season, he feels that it is time for him to return 
to active service, and this afternoon he will leave 
his snug quarters at the Sherman House for the 
ruder fare of Fort Randall, where his regiment is 
stationed. 

In conversation yesterday, Col. Luvenbeel ex- 
pressed dome fears of another Indian outbreak tnis 
spring. ‘* The Sioux, he said. ** have been, and 
always will be, the most unruly of the redskins. 
They are like a jot of children, who never know 
what is good for them, and who need the rod every 
now and then to keep them in order 

Why are tae Sioux worse than other tribes?” 

** Because, for one reason, they are far more 
numerous than any other tribe, and therefore have 
a greater opinion of their own strength. There are 
now at least 25, 000 Sioux along the Missouri, and 
they are increasing in number continually. 

People generally think that the Indians are 
dying out and will be entirely extinct before many 
years. . 

1 know that is the popular impression, but 
there are ten times as many Sioux to-day as there 
were a century ago. They are hardy because they 
have always iived in the extreme North. The 
Southern tribes are fading away or have died out. 
Tne Seminoles, the Cree the Cherokees, are 
practically no more, for their remnants have been 
80 far civilized that they can 1 be considered 
as Indians. But the Sioux have lived in the cold 
latitudes, and have attained a stronger physical 
condition, and at the same time have maintained 
their native fierceness. The time of life when the 
male indians are most troublesome is naturally be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 50. ‘The older men are 
generally peaceable. With the squawe, however, 
a different rule prevails. It is the old women who 
make the most trouble. 

** How large are the families of the Sioux, on an 
average? 

Adout the same as among the whites. The 
reason why there is not a greater increase of popu- 
lutlon is tnat the mortality ie so great. ‘The life 
of the Lndian is one of continuous exposure to the 
weather, to the incidents .of war, and to disease 
without medical relief. There are very few old 
Inaians. One who has reached the age of 70 is a 
curiosity. 

‘*You have had a wide experience among the 
different tribes?!" 

I served, after graduation at West Point. in the 
Seminole War in Florida, and assisted in trans- 
ferrinc the Seminoles tothe Indian Territory. 1 
was down on the Rio Grande beiorethe Mexican 
War. I have been there twice. 

** You have seen something, then, of the opera- 
tions of the raiders on the Mexican border?“ 

Les; i have for many years been convinced 
that the only way to prevent raiding would be to 
establish a cordon of military posts, witn a com- 
piete system of telegraphs, along the river. It 
would be still better if the Government could get 
possession of the Mexican territory as far as the 
Sierra Madre range. from Monterey to ‘Chihuahua.

THE MT. VERNON PACKAGE. 


Continuation of the Lawsuit Over a Bundle 
of Brown Paper. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. N 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 8. —The hearing of the 
Mt. Vernon, III., Bank vs. The Adams Express 
Company was resumed in the United States Circuit 
Court to-day, there being a crowded court-room, 
as before. Cashier Ham, of the. Mt. Vernon 
Bank, was recailed for plaintiff, and examined by 
Gov. Palmer, but his testimony developed nothing 
of import in addition to his evidence yesterday— 
that the package was putup, and contained $8, 000. 
The plaintiff offered the testimony of T. 8. Stod- 
dart, Cashier of the Third National Bank 
of St, Louis, to whom the package was 
consigned. He testified that he was present 
when the package was opened, and found it 
to eontain nothing but brown paper. The seals and 
wrappers were perfeetiy. intact; that the paper 
wrapped around tue bogus package was such as is 
used by the Comptroller of the Currency, and that 
the twine used in wg ny was the same as is used 
by that Department. he package was waxed over 
the strings wherever they crossed, and the im- 
pression made was by a seal that was partially im- 
periect. The seal had noimpress or device, but 
was made by a so-called diamond seal. The 
witness was here shown the seal used by 
the Mount Vernon Bank, which he identified 
as the same, making the impression on the wax of 
the bogus package. The bogus pa e was shown 
to the jury and examined by them. package of 
$8,000 of the denominations said to nave been 
contained in the package in controversy was here 
introduced by the defense, for the purpose of 
showing to the jury that, if wrapped in the original 
wrapper of the bogus package, the seals would not 
meet by one and three-fourths inches, and also 
showing that it would make a heavy and compact 
package, while the bogus package, as claimed by 
defendants, was comparatively light and bulky 
when shipped. This was regarded as 
a very strong point for the de- 
fense, and was worked up at 
the suggestion of Detective Thiel, of St. Louis. 
The defendants offered the testimony of J. T. 
Sanders, the exoress agent at Mt. Vernon, III., 
who testifiea that the package was light and bulky, 
but in yood order, and that it was not in any way 
tampered with while in his possession until de- 
livered by him to the express messenger, Garrit: 
who testified, in substance, that it was put in hie 
safe and not in any way tampered with by any one; 
that it was delivered by him to Money-Clerk 
French, in the express oflice in the St. Louis Union 
Depot. French testified that it was not tampered 
with while in his care. The hearing continues to- 
morrow, when it is expected the evidence will be 
through. The arguments will commence Friday.
